The following paragraphs are intended to answer questions 
frequently asked by those who use W. ROSE TOOLS. 


William Rose began making tools for bricklayers during the 
year 1798 in a small workshop across Market Street, West Philadel- 
phia, from what is now the site of the Thirtieth Street Station of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. 


The present factory is located along the southeast side of the 
Pennsylvania, twelve minutes out from West Philadelphia toward 
Washington, D. C. 


Here you would be the welcome guest of the proprietor, George 
Kendrick Goodwin, who succeeded his father as owner in 1908. 


Since that date six new buildings have been erected and 
equipped with the most improved machinery for working fine tool 
steel. 


Until the year 1932 Crucible Steel was used for our blades but 
the excessive demands for steel for use in the great war had forced 
the development of Electric Furnace Steel until it became more 
satisfactory than Crucible Steel, and if you will visit the factory we 
will demonstrate the fact that blades now being made of it are 
tougher than the results obtained in the past. 


One quality only is made by W. ROSE workmen. They are 
not given the opportunity while working on cheaper grades, to form 
habits which would influence their methods of making fine tools. 


W. ROSE Tools are regularly distributed through the whole- 
sale hardware trade. We suggest that our friends patronize their 
local hardware dealers who take a personal interest in serving them.

Claims 


Everywhere men of the building trades know that 
when there is any real defect ina W. ROSE Tool, we 
are even more anxious to have the privilege of inspecting 
it than the customer is to have it replaced. Only by 
seeing the results of our work can we continue to im- 
prove. 


On the other hand, the word “guarantee” has been 
so liberally defined by one small class of mechanics that 
we hesitate to use it. Hardware merchants have asked 
us to take care not to grant unreasonable demands which 
destroy the tool business. 


For this reason all claims should be 
decided in the factory 


where we have instruments for making the essential 
tests. 


A majority of claims are made for blades worn 
shorter than the smallest size in the dealer’s stock. If 
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weet 


this large class were to be decided in the store, every 
unreasonable mechanic could get a new tool larger than 
the old one. When the new one shall have been worn 
too small for regular use, it in its turn will be broken 
so that the owner will never be compelled to spend his 
money for tools. 


When there is a flaw at the time a tool is sold, it will 
cause failure within a month and no blade should be 
replaced which has had half an inch worn from its 
length. 


Hardware merchants can avoid the risk of contro- 
versy by shifting the responsibility for the decision of all 
claims to the manufacturer. A mechanic who has a 
weak claim is always loud in his insistence on an im- 
mediate decision in the store. 


Any tool to be considered as the basis of a claim 
should be returned, Parcel Post prepaid, to us. We 
do not bear the expense of transportation.
